REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests a composite 
comprising a closed-shell carbon structure encapsulated in a polymer micelle of a block 
copolymer comprising poly(ethyleneglycol) ("PEG") chain segment that forms the shell 
of the polymer micelle and the other polymer chain segment comprising an amino group 
on its side chain which forms the core of the polymer micelle.
